Mr. Thomadh s&Jd that the regula¬ 
tion which had appeared to cause the 
most dissatisfaction among the general 
populace was that which placed re¬ 
strictions upon the sugar bowl. Never-, 
theiess In Canada and the United 
States there had been but very little 
discomfort In this respect; yet by the 
self-denial of the Canadian people 
alone no less than 100,000 tons had 
been conserved for the Allied peoples 
where sugar was almost as valuable 
as gold Itself. Passing on to the subject 
of butter, the speaker startled his audi¬ 
ence wiiti ttm f tqnwiBt llikl fjmsils's 
present day consumption in twenty- 
four hours represented exactly one 
week's consumption in "butter-con¬ 
trolled" England. 

Export Increases 

The results achieved by the Canada 
Food Board, commented tbe ex-chair¬ 
man, could be seen only in the in¬ 
creased exports. That was the main 
object of tbe Board's creation—to con¬ 
serve for export. To give some Idea of 
the progress made In this connection 
he quoted figures for the war period. 
In 1914-1915 export* valued $187,000,- 
000; In 1015-191$ they rose to $332,000,- 
000; In l»li-1917. $482,000,000; and In 
1917-l$li the figures bad gone up to 
$710,000,000. It had been said, con¬ 
tinued the speaker, that the increased 
values had had a good deal to do with 
the increased turnover. But hero again 
the tonnage comparison for the same 
period was proof positive that there 
had been this relative Increase. For 
the same years the monthly tonnage 
exported was as follows: 58,000, 170,000, 
$00,000 and 380,000 respectively. 

Stock Increases 

Before the war Canada produced 
about sufficient beef to maintain her¬ 
self. and here again commendable in¬ 
creases had been manifested under the 
stress of Allied and domesUc necessity. 
No less than 75,000.000 pounds consti¬ 
tuted the advance in the beef produc¬ 
tion of the country. Pork had gone 
ahead by 125,000.000 pounds, and in the 
case of butter a shortage in require¬ 
ments for home consumption in pre¬ 
war days had given place to a pr ese nt 
day surplus available for export 
amounting to 7,000.000 pounds. What

A Good Investment 

Dealing with the question of tech¬ 
nical education Mr. Charlesworth men¬ 
tioned that in Vancouver in one year 
a business institution earned $40,000 
because the parents of many of the 
i children were not satisfied with the 
teaching of the public schools. Tech- 
> ideal education undoubtedly cost mon- 
j ey. but money spent on education was 
not lost. It was the best investment 
the nation would make. The services 
of the best and (host high-minded 
teachers could not be secured If the re¬ 
muneration were not adequate. 

A high school education for every 
boy or girl in the community was the 
strong recommendation of Principal J. 
M. Campbell, who pointed with regret 
to the fact that so many pupils left; 
school before completing their courses. 
The great trouble,* he thought, was 
that the studies In the hf*h school 
course were hot calculated to Interest 
the average boy or girl. There should 
be more courses and fewer subjects in 
each course! The establishment of 
manual training and domestic science 
courses In the high schools would bo 
a good beginning In such reform.
